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Army  Lengthens 
Time  In  Grade 
For  Promotions 

The"  Army  has  tightened  the 
qualifications  and  requirements 
for  the  temporary  Potion  of 
officers  in  the  Army  of  the  United 
States  to  reduce  the  number  of 
such  promotions  in  line  with  the 
general  demobilization,  the  War 
Department  announced  today. 

Effective  immediately  through- 
out all  installations  both  overseas 
and  domestic,  officers  must  serve 
the  following  increased  minimum 
periods  before  they  become  eligible 
for  recommendation  for  promotion 
to  the  next  higher  grade: 

Time  Required 

Lieutenant  Colonels,  30  months; 
Majors,  24  months;  Captains,  24 
months;  First  Lieutenants.  18 
months,  and  Second  Lieutenants, 
18  months.  In  computing  such 
tifne  in  grade,  service  outside  _the 
continental  limits  of  the  United 
States  or  in  Alaska  continues^  to 
be  counted  as  time  and  a half. 

Previously,  the  minimum  service 
in  grade  before  promotion  of  Lieu- 
tenant Colonels  was  18  months. 
Majors,  15  months;  Captains,  12 
months;  First  Lieutenants;  9 
months,  and  Second  Lieutenants,

J.  Edgar  Hoover,  director  of  the  Federal  Bu- 
reau of  Investigation,  recently  warned  that  war- 
time juvenile  delinquents  are  spearheading  an 
army  of  6,000,000  law-breakers  in  a new  crime 
•wave  which  threatens  to  .rival  the  gangster  era 
of  the  roaring  ’20’s. 

“The -arrests  of  girls  under  18  years  of  age 
have  increased  198  per  cent  since  1939,”  he  said, 
“while  arrests  of  boys  under  18  years  of  age 
have  increased  48  per  pent  ior  homicide,  .70  per 
cent  for  rape’,  72  per  cent  for  assault  and  101  per 
cent  for  drunkenness  and  driving  while  intoxi-

courses  receive  11  weeks  of  in- 
struction, apportioned  into  four 
weeks  in  both  the  Engine  and 
Chassis  Committees  and  wind- 
lug  up  with  six  weeks  in  the 
Operations  Committee,  where 

they  make  practicaf  application 
of  all  they  have  learned  in  pre- 
vious weeks.

Daily 'Conferences
